The Lieutenant Governor and Council attended in the House, and the Governor, by 
Mr Manser, his Secretary, communicated to both Houses the following 


MESSAGE. | 
Genilemen of the Council, 


And Gentlemen of the House of Representatives :- 


Being again called to the cffice of Chief Magistrate ofthe State, by a majority of 
the suffrages of the General Assembly, I accept the trust confided to me, and will use 
my best endeavors to discharge the duties incumbent on me, for the good of the State, - 
and the interests of ihe people. ` . 

Tbe Constitution enjoins upon the Governor and Council to take care that the 
laws be faithfully administered, and to carry into execution such measures as may be 
resolved upon by the General Assembly Very few of the Executive powers of our 
Government are entrusted solely,to the Chief Magistrate; but, on ,the contrary, are 
entrusted to certain officers, who, from their appointment, and the nature of their du- 
ties, appear to be exempted from executive direction or censure, 

In the financial department, a vigilance in the executive over subordinate officers, 
who may be in any way, employed in receiving and paying over public monies, seems 
moreimportant. The necessity of any particular attention to this, by the Executive, 
is however superceded by the laws already in force, by which itis made the duty of 
allsubordinate officers, connected in any way with thecollection ofthe revenue, to 
make annual settlements with the head ofthe treasury department. An annual set- 
tlement is also to be made with the Treasury Department, with a full and fair state- 
ment of the accounts, together with the balances:due, to be laid before the General 
Assembly at their October session. By the foregoing provision in the law, any call 
of the Executive on the Treasury department, for the information of the General 
Assembly, is rendered unnecessary. Some attention to this subject by the legislature 
may be attended with beneficial results. 

E 
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Our duly as legislators is to provide wholesome laws for the promotion of virtud, 
happiness and prosperity among the people, upon whom the laws are to operate.— 
One of the important ends of all government is, to te ach each individual of the com- 
munity the necessity of self-government. 


When we reflect on ibe vast influence ofthe laws in moulding and forming the 
manners, habits and virtues of a people, and that this influence, in our own case,is to 
exert itself on little less than three hundred thousand individuals, the business entrust- 
ed to us assumes an importance demanding our highest efforts to render such influence 
salutary in its operation. That such has not been the case in all countries, Has arisen 


fram the irresponsibility with which the powers of government have been exercised- 


hy their rnlers—an-irresponsibility growing out of the mistaken and anti-republican 
doctrine that these powers were exercised by men in their own right, and not in the 
right and for the good ofthe people. Under such circumstances is it to be wondered 
at that the laws, instead of being calculated to promote the general weifare, should 
be wrested to the purposes of individual aggrandizement ? à 


Our government is happily so organized that the duty and interesis of the lawgiver 
are necessarily identified with the rights and interests of the community, and under 
such circumstances of responsibility as to compel him to feel less sympathy for the ruler 
than the ruled. From these considerations it would seem that nothing but a great 
degree of ignorance or depravity could induce those who are employed in making and 
executing the laws, to be forzetfulofthe rights and interests of their constituents ; 
and it behoves us, in the prosecution of our important duties, to keep these great 
principles of republican freedom constantly in yiew, and not to flatter ourselves that 
the people have become either so ignorant or disregardful of their just rights as to 
sanction or submit to any attempt to impose upon their ignorance or credulity. 


The sentiments,in regard to publie worship, religion, and morality, inlerwov- 
en with our constitution, as far as our limited knowledge can extend, have had great 
influence on the people. These circumstances, under our established form of govern- 
ment, excluding as it does all persecution and intolerance, in matters of religion and 
modes of worship, give tc our state an honorable staticn in the view of the enlight- 


ened part of the world. 


‘The principles and precepts of the gospel, if improved for religious and moral pur- 
poses only, will always make good men, and by consequence, good citizens. Upon 
the religious aud literary institutions of the state, our happiness as a people essential- 
ly depends. While therefore, that freedom of opinion, and those rights of conscience, 
which are recognized in our constitution, are sacredly maintained, the legislature will 
not fail to give every suitable encouragement to their support. 


Permit me again to call your attention to the subject of the Militia; Unprepared 
to enter into details, my observations must be general. However some may esteem 
it, the militia is the great depository of our liberty and independence—it is the first 
and last hops of our country. Letthe militia become and remain inefficien*, and our 
transition to despotism will be gradual, perhaps, bnt inevitable. 


Previous to the revolution, the greatest care was taken to keep the militia lin an 
unorganized and inefficient state. In most of the then British provinces patriotic ex- 
ertions were made, but with little effect, to counteract this slavish policy ; the pro- 
vincial governors, generally opposed to the interests of the people, appointed the mi- 
litia officers.subservient to their own views. When, however, war with the mother 
country became inevitable, one ofthe first and most important measures adopted was 
the reorganization of the whole body of the militia ; and since that period most of 
the states have paid a marked and laudable attention to the subject. The result has 
in many instances done honor to the government ; the measures adopted have excited 
a martial spirit, which merits every attention and encouragement. 


The materials composing the militia are independent and aspiring citizens, whose 
fearless spirit never was, and with confidence it may be said, never will be subdued 
by foreign domination. They will sconer, by far, nobly perish on the field of battle, 
than surrender their beloved country-—-the birthright of themselves and those most

dear to them, to an inexorable and haughty inyader. Such materials for soldiers are 
not exceeded in any other country; and is it proper or expedient to let them remain 
unimproved, when they are so vitally important to our existence asa free people ?— 
And isit sound policy te continue to neglect the discipline of the militia—suffer the 
military ardor heretofore existing among the yeomanry, which has given us a name 
among the nations,to languish and expire? Or shall-an effort be made to secure a 
proper organization of the militia, and fostera military spirit among the people? 

I therefore earnestly recommend the sobject to your careful consideration and con- 
trol, but hope that the present session will not pass without the adoption of some 
measure calculated to promote the object in view. 

During the past year there has been much agitation on the subject of the United 
States bank, and the measures of the national executive in relation to it. : 

'The questions of principle involved in the controversy are of vast importance to the 
interests of the nation, and require to be discussed and. decided with reference both 
to the present convenience and necessities ofthe people, and also to theit influence 
upon the future destinies of the country. An institution like that of the bank of the 
United States, necessarily possesses powers which, if exercised for good, as they ever 
should be, are most beneficial in their operations, and if exerted for evil, are of a nature 
the most pernicious. If such an institution, therefore, be demanded to meet the wants 
of the community, the utmost caution should be observed in framing the provisions of 
its charter—the raost effectual checks placed: upon its power—and the most watchful 
vigilance exercised with regard to its conduct. d * 

That a national bank, with proper powers and restrictions, is both necessary and 
constitutional, I do not doubt. I deem, however, the charter of the present bank ex- 
ceplionable in several of its provisions, and am opposed to its renewal in its present 
torm. l 

Its conduct in some respects I consider justly liable to censure ; yet I cannot regard 
that as furnishing any justification of the executive próceedings in relation toit, some 
of which I deem pernicious in their consequences and altogether unwarrantable. 

The public mind has been much agitated in relation to certain abuses and assump- 
tions of power on the part of the national executive. | It will be sufficient for me to 
say,in connexion withthis subject, that too much vigilance cannot be exercised, either 
on the part of the, people or the state legislatures, with respect to his patronage and 
power. A manifestation by him of the least disposition either to overstep the bounds 
of the constitution and laws, or to exercise those powers whieh he legitimately and 
constitutionally possesses, for purposes not within the scope of his duties, should be 
met and resisted, on the threshhold, as the beginning of tyranny. 

At the last session of the General, Assembly, a resolution was passed, requesting me 
to renew the correspondence with the Governor General of the British Provinces, up- 
on the subject of obstructions at the outlet of the waters of Lake Champlain, and to 
solicit that a commissioner or commissioners be appointed to act in conjunction with 
commissioners appointed on the part of this state, to ascertain, if practicable, the true 
cause or causes, of the overflowing of the lands in this state, on the margin of Lake 
Champlain and its tributary streams, and the extent of the evils complained of. In 
pursuance of the request expressed in that resolution, in February last I addressed a 
letter to the Governor General of the British Provinces in North America, on that 
subject, requesting the appointment of commissioners on the part of the government of 
Lower Canada, to meet such as were appointed on the part of this state, forthe pur- 
pose of carrying the object referred to into effect, but have received no answer from 
the Governor, or any of the authorities of that government. 


At a period of uncommon agitation and embarrassment, it is among the important 
duties required of us, to soar above local and partial views—to cherish and inculcate 
a disinterested spirit, and to secure, by every possible means, the blessings of liberty to 
curselves and our posterity. i 


It only remains with me to assure you that [ shall, in all things, heartily co-operate 
with you, in the necessary measures to promote and ensure the general welfare.

To the General Assembly now in session.

The subscriber respectfully submits for their consideration the following .report 
relative to the state prison concerns ending September 30th, 1834. 


"The subscriber is happy to state that the health of the convicts at the prison dur- 
ing the past year, has been good, and the conduct of the prisoners, generally, under & 
proper degree of subordination and atteution to their duties. 


The General Assembly are acquainted, from the tenor of my last year's report, 
and previous to that time, that a period had arrived when an alteration must take 
placein the prison, as to the labors of the convicts employed at weaving cotton goods; 
and although I have exerted myself to obtain such kind of weaving as would ensure 
the best profits, it has still been gradually growing more and more unprofitable to the 
state. And I would here suggest to the honorable legislature, thas the unprofita ble- 
ness of prosecuting the weaving business is not owing to the want of finding a market 
for our manufactured goods, but more particularly to the necessity of weaving by hand 
looms in compstition with water and steam power, which are now altogether in use, 
in the factories in our country, wherethey are manufacturing the same article by 
power looms, which but a short time since was done only by haud labor ; consequent- 
ly I was induced to believe it was my duty to reduce the "weaving establishment as 
fast as I could find other employment for the convicts, that might be advantageous to 
the state. Accordingly in January last I laid aside twenty-five looms in the whole 
ofthe lower shop, and immediately commenced with a small engine the making of 
machinery suitable for several kinds of mechanical purposes, and more particularly 
for the manufacture of Hubbards Patent Family Pump, several of which are now 
completed, and a few sales effected, with the prospect very encouraging of disposing 
of them upon a fair profit. 


I have also enlarged the shoemaking business from 12to 20 men, and although the 
profits arising from that branch of business are small, there is now a good prospect of 
its becoming more advantageous, as the convicts are becoming better acquainted with 
their trade— consequently are enabled to manufacture superior work and with more 
despatch. ` 

I have also enlarged the cooperage establishment for the year past, which bids fair, 
hereafter, to do something to advantage. "The carriage shop, which was in its infan- 
cy at the commencement ofthe year, has since the last spring been enlarged, and the 
number of workmen increased, and the conviets have come forward wellin learning 
that branch of employment. s 


The Hon. Legislature, I presume are aware that, owing to the necessity of discon- 
tinuing one half of the looms, and setting the men to work on labor altogether new to 
them, the amount of labor performed by the convicts cannot be expected to be Xo 
great as from experienced workmen ; consequently the profits arising from the labors 
of the prisoners, will fall short ofthe expenditures ofthe past year, The remaining 
weaving shop, which has been kept in employ during the past’ year, I am endeavor- - 

ing to bring to a close as fast as the stock of yarn on hand can be worked off; and 
from tho encouragement given me cffinding employment for the convicts now em- 
ployed at weaving, insome other mechanical work, the superintendant can be able, 
by the first of January next, to discontinue and lay aside the manufacture of the arti- 
cle of cotton goods by hand loom, altogetlier. / 


The money received foradmittance feee at the prison for the past year amounts to 
$222 66, which is passed to the credit of the institution, 


- I am happy.to have itin my power to say that the conduet of the prisoners hos 


beón good. 


There appears to bean inereased.disposition ot their part to attend to 


the reading of the scriptures in their lonely cells, a serious deportment while attending 
to the duties of publie worship in the chapel, and as far as can be judged from out- 
ward appearances, the Chaplain has obtained à happy influence in bringing them to 
hear and be impressed with the trüths he delivers from the holy oracles. He has a 
large class (about 40) who belong and attend to his Sabbath School instructions, and 
they are making good progress in learning the truths of the Bible.

The Bank Commissioners beg leave again to call.the attention of. the legislature to 
some ofthe suggestions contained in their report in October, 1833 ; and would repeat the 
inquiry whether the laws now in force relating to banks, ought not to be so amended that 
all the banks in the state shall be placed upon an equality, and be required tó contribute to 
the resources of thestate a sum proportioned to their respective profits: and also whether 
it ig not expedient to provide by Jaw that the duties now performed by the Inspector of 
Banks and by the Bank Commissioners, in visiting the banks subject to the Safety Fund 
act; be confined exclusively to asingle board of commissioners or inspectors? And the 
commissioners would refer the General Assembly to theabovementioned report of Octo- 
ber 1833, for their views more at large upon this subject. 

The commissioners would further suggest, that in their opinion great caution should be 
used by the legislature in receiving applications for bank charters 5 and that the number of 
moniéd institutions should not be extended, except in cases where the interests of the 
public imperiously demand it. 

With regard to the Bank of Newbury, it will appear from -the foregoing statement that 
the.debts due from t hat institution exceed its funds to the amount of about two thousand 
six hundred dollars. This has arisen from losses sustained by that bank, in consequence 
of sums of money having been purloined from the bank, and the costs and expenses incur- 
redin recovering possession of it ; notwithstanding which, the commissioners have full 
confidence in the soundness of that institution, as wellasinall'the other banks subject to’ 
the safety fond act. It also appears that the debts due from the Farmer's Bank exceed the 
funds of that institution. The deficiency arises from the circumstance that the bank has 
very recently commenced operations, and consequently has derived but little benefit, as 
yet, from interest upon loans made by the bank, whileexpensesto & considerable amount 
have been necessarily incurred by the bank, previous to commencing banking operations.

es Speaker of the House of Representatives ; l 
In compliance with a resolution of the General Assembly of this state, at their 
October session in 1833, directing the Quartermaster General to make a detailed re- 
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port, at the next session of the Legislalure, of the number and condition of the arms 
under his Care, and also the number of pieces of ordnance on hand, and- the number 
and to whom loaned ; the Quartermaster General has the honor to report—That 
having made the examination contemplated by said resolution, he finds one hundred 
and forty boxes, containing two thousand seven hundred and ninety-six muskets.— 
Of these, six hundred and sixteen are arms left at the resjdence of my predecessor in 
office at Orwell. This number agrees with the count of Mr Hall, who cleaned aad 
oiled this portion of the arins in 1830, the first proper opportunity of ascertaining 
the number of arms received of my predecessor. ‘Fhe quota ofthirty-seven boxes of 
muskets received ia 1824, was found to contain seven hundred and forty muskets, or 
twenty muskets in each box. And this count detects an error in the account as stat- 
ed, between the United States and this state, of five muskets. This error, however, 
itis believed, wil] be readily corrected, inasmuch as the storage and freight bills all 
show that but thirty-seven boxes were landed from the vessel which freighted them, 
and that the boxes are all of a size calculated for twenty muskets and no more. The 
quota received in 1828 of seventy-two boxes of: arms, is found to contain fourteen 
hundred and forty muskets, as stated in the account with the state. There are also 
found the sixty-five rifles returned by the artillery company in Montpelier, which 
are now in the arsenal at Vergennes, and in good order. — . a 


A further quota of muskets is ready for delivery to this state by the United States 
Ordnance department ; but no measures have been taken to receive them, in conse- 
quence of finding that a portion of the arms ‘heretofore received are of'an inferior ` 
quality. And I would here suggest whether the. interest of the state might not’ be 
promoted by authorising some suitable person to attend at the arsenal, near Troy, 
N, Y. and ascertain the quality of the arms proposed to be delivered, before they are 
received by this state. This course, I am informed, has been taken by other states, . 
to their advantage. The boxes which contain the state arms are many of them đe- 
fective, and will need repairs. The arms, from this examination, are found in better 
order than could Lave been expected, from the time since a portion of them were 
cleaned and oiled. About fifteen hundred of the muskets should be further cleaned 
and oiled, to enable this department to report them in good order at this time. - 


^ 


The embarrassments under which the operation of cleaning and oiling state arms 
hasthus far been performed, together with the strong probability that the arms will 
remain for many years in the United States arsenal at Vergennes, hasinduced me to 
suggest for the consideration of the Legislature, whether it would not be for the in- 
terest of the state to make a small appropriation of, say two hundred dollars, for the 
purpose of erecting a small work-shop in the vieinity of the United States arsenal at 
Vergennes ; and also the further sum of three hundred dollars; to defray the expense 
necessary to put the state arms and the boxes in a suitable state of repair. And I 
am authorised to say that the land necessary for this object will be given to the state. 
It should be recollected that the licence granted by the Secretary at War is merely to 
deposit the state arms in the United States arsenal at Vergennes. 


The six pieces of ordnance, published under the Iaw of 1818, have been delivered 
to the militia, together with six pieces which were obtained bya commutation with 
the United States Ordnance department. The disposition of five of these pieces, pur- 
chased and delivered to the militia, will be füund in my report to the legislature in 
October, 1827. Subsequetly seven other pieces have been delivered to the militia, 
as follows—one to the 3d regiment, 3d brigade and 3d division; one to the 9d regi- 
ment, 2d brigade and Ist division ; one to the Ist regiment, 2d brigadeand 2d divis- 
ion ; one to the Jefferson Artillery Company at Windsor ; one to the 2d regiment, ist 
brigade and 4th division ; one to the 2d regiment, 3d brigade and third division; one 
to the Ist regiment, 1st brigade and 4th division; and there now remain at the U. S, . 
arsenal, six pieces in good order.

That after the rising of the legislature last year, he continued the blasting and re- 
moving the rocks from the hill, through the winter and spring, to the fore-part of 
June. He has extended his operations on the hill farther than was contemplated 


Jast fall, and the expenses for that object have consequently been something more than 
the estimate made last year. 
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The commencement of laying the granite was on or heàr the tenth of May i. 
and has continued to the present time with good success, and with more rapidity. 
than | had anticipated. The laying of the cornice on the centre building is now com- 
pleted, and the workmen have commenced putting on theroof. ‘The prospect now ts 
that the roof and the dome will stand io: their appropriate places in two or three weeks 
from the present time. The expenditures on the house thus far, and as far as T hay 
made contracts, have come within the estimate of last year. 3 . 

. J have received from the treasury, including what I received last year, thessum of 
$40,597 91. Ihave paid out, including the expenditures of last year, thé sum of 
$40,693 61, out of which sum I have paid for thy land on which the house stands, to- 
gether with the common, and hæve taken good and sufficient deeds for fhe same, 
which I have caused to be recorded and deposited in'the office of the secretary of 
state. I have also paid to the committee appointed to leccate and make the plan of 
the house, their bills for services and expenditures, for which I hold their vouchera. 

There are debts dne from me for iron and nails, which I have on hand, and for 
work and labor done, probably to the amount of something more than $7,000, Ihave 
also made a contract for 19.000 Ibs. of copper, for the roof and dome, which will cost 
in Boston $4,195 20. As the greatest part of the expense of completing the house 
will fall due within the year to come, inasmuch as all the materials for finishing should 
be on hand by that time, 1 would respectfully suggest to your honorable body the pro- 
priety of making at the present session a further appropriation of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars. : `

lock where she resided, he having no children, It further appeared to your commit- 
tee, that the said Jordan remained with his family, in Wenlock, until about the Ist 
day of July A. D. 1832, when he removed with his wife into the town of Bloomfield 
and wentinto the possession of a farm owned by General Cushman, for the purpose 
of cutting the hay on said farm, and remained in said Bloomfield six or eight weeks, 
when thesaid Jordan returued with his family, tosaid Wenlock, where he resided 
until the last of April or first of May 1833, when he removed on to a farm in Bloom-

With respect. to the first allegation; the following facts were proved.—That the | lat- 
ter part of March last said French contracted with-a Mr Snow of Guildhall,- to-labor 
for him as a hired man six months at least, and eiglit months if said French ‘chose’ to 
labor so long. That on the 7th day of April last said French left his father’s house in 
Brunswick, in said Essex county, and’ commenced laboring: for said Snow. on said 
Snow’s farm, at ‘said Guildhall, under the contract aforésaid, and continued. to labor 
for said Snow in said Guildhalt until the last of September c or first’ of October last. — 
That during the time said French ‘labored for and resided With said Snow, he was sev- 
. eral times at his father's house in said Brünswick, as he was passing forth and. back 

from -Bloomfield, in said Essex county, on said 8now's business; ‘on whieh occasions 
said Snow was charged by said French’s father (whe wasa tavern-keeper) with what- 
ever refreshments said French received at: his father's house.—That some -time in 
June last, said French beinga lieutenant, attended a training of the company-of mili- 
tia in said Bruns Wick, as their Lieutenant.— That said French left his sword at his 
father's, in said Brunswick, It also appeared that said French owned a wild or un- 
cultivated lot of land in said Brunswick ; was an unmarried man about 23 years of 
age, and had labored out of the town of Brunswick the. principal part of the time 
after he arrived at the age of 21 years; making his father’s house hishome when he 


was not at work or hired out. No evidence was introduced to show that said French 
voted for said Hall, : 


Upon these facts the undersigned were of opinion, that inasmuch as said French 
was a single man, and went tó said Guildhall on the 7th of April last, with an inten- 
tion, and under a contraet; to reside there permanently and constantly for the full term 
ofsix months, and did in pursuance .thereof actually reside there the term of six 
months, and more.than three months next before said Freemen's Meeting, at which 
he voted, he was a legal voter insaid town of Guildhall; snd that this, therefore, 
constituted no valid obj ection to the legality of said Hall's election. 


No evidence was offered in support of said second allegation, except the deponi 
of said Courser, taken by the said Dewey, at which said Hall did not attend, This 
testimony was impeached by ar affidavit of said Courser, taken by the: feiends* ‘of the 
sitting member, after the said deposition was taken, and by proof from several wit- 


nesses of repeated declarations of said Courser, inconsistent with, and contradicting 
the facts stated in said deposition. 


From all the evidence introduced in relation to the second allegation, we find the 
following facts.—That said Courser, in the winter or Spring last past, owned a farm 
in Guildhall on which he lived, his wife, father, mother dnd sisters, all living in the 
same house.—That on the latter part of May or first of June said Courser contracted 
with one. Farnham, wholived in. bancaster, Newhampshire; to whom be ‘was indebt- 
ed, to work: for him five months; but said Courser:was not to work at said Farnham’s; 
and was to have the pfivilege of working on his farm occasionally during the sid five? 
months.— That said Courser, i in ihe fore part of June, under said. contract, commene- 
ed working for said Farnham at Dayid Denison's, in said Guildhall, and continued to 
work at-saicd Denison’s until the 17th or 18th of said June, and the residue of thé five 
months said Gourser: worked at Spencer Clark’s in Lunenburgh; exeept the tinie? spEnt 
by him in laboring:on hiş farm in Guildlial,And- except one day, when said‘Coiféer 
workéd at Lancaster, Newhampshire. —That said Courser Jabored on hig farm in 
said Guildhall during the last seascn, laboring on it more or less, sowing, planting, 
hoeing, and cutting hays. where. all his stock was kept except one cow, which was tak- 
en, on | the 24th day of June last, to said Farnham's.— That said Courser's wife went 
over tosaid Farnham's the latter part of May or first part of June, (but at what par- 


a 
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ticular time does not uppear,) to keep said Farnham’s wife company, and to assist her 
if necessary, she being out of health— (said Farnham's wife was Courser’s sister) —and 
that about that time said Courser's bed was taken to said Farnham's for the accom- 
modation of said Courser’s wife, and that said Courser’s wifo cooked her own victuals. 
That a short time after said Courser’s wife went to said Farnham's, said Courser’s 
sister, who lived with her father in said Courser's house in said Guildhall, was taker 
sick, that said Courser's wife returned home to said Guildhall to assist in taking care 
of her; and that from that time until Freemen's Meeting, said Courser’s wife was 
forth and back from said Courser's house to said Farnham's, to assist in taking care of 
whichever of the sisters most needed her assistance, but most of the time at said 
Farnham's, until the death of the sister who was sick at said Courser's house, which 


took place a few days after the election. 

From the evidence before us, it did not appear to the undersigned that the removal 
of Courser and his wife to Lancaster was such a one as the law contemplates, to 
change or alter his residence, it being fora temporary purpose only, and that such re 
moval had not ought to debar him from voting in said Guildhall. 

The undersigned, from the evidence, considerit doubtful for whom said Courser 
voted at said election. The evidence being Erastus T. Courser's deposition and affi-- 
davit, and are of a contradictory nature. In Erastus T. Courser’s deposition taken 
by Dewey, it would seem that he voted fer Henry Hall; but in said Courser's affida- 
vit, taken by said Hall, it would rather appear that he voted for John Dewey. 

Therefore, in consideration ofthe above facts, your commuttee: would recommend 
the adoptign-of the following resolution. 

Resolved, That Henry Hall, the returned member from Guildhall, is entitled to a 
seat in this House.

which such person is approbated, designating the time and place during, at, and in which 
such particular business is to be carried on, which certificate the person so approbated may 
deliver to the clerk of the county court within the same county, at the first term of said 
court after the granting of such approbation ; and said court is hereby authorised and em- 
powered to fix the sum which such person shall pay for a licence to carry on such particu- 

ar business, which shall be for each inkeeper not less than three dollars nor more than 
twenty dollars, and for each retailer not less than five dollars ncr more than thirty dollars, 
in the discretion of said court ;—and upon the payment of such sum to the clerk of said 
court, with the legal fees, he is authorised to issue a licence accordingly, which licence 


shall not however be in force for a longer time than one year from the term of said court at 
which it shall be granted, . ^ » 


Sec.2, It is hereby further enacted, That all moniesarising from the granting of licen- 
ces as aforesaid, shall be paid into the treasury of the respective counties wherein the same 
shall be granted, to be appropriated as money ir said treasury is now appropriated.

That the whole number of beneficiaries now at the American Asylum for thé education 
of the deaf and dumb, under the care of the commissioners, is nineteen. That two; have 
been recently removed by order of the commissioners, on account of mental imbecility. 


The asylum has been visited during the last summer by one of the commissioners, and 
the condition and improvement of the pupils was found to be highly satisfactory. The ex- 
penses incurred at the asylum for the last year, amount to the sum of two thousand three 
hundred and ninety-five dollars ana seventy-nine cents. The expenses for the present year 
it is believed will fall considerably short of that sum, nasmuch:as the board of directors of 
the asylum have reduced the charge for each pupil from one hundred. and fifteen to one hun- 
dred dollars per year after the first of May, A. D. 1834. This reduction will probably les- 
sen the annual expense to the state about three hundred dollars. f 

As yet no beneficiaries have been sent by the commissioners to the New England å sy- 
lum for the education ofthe blind, under the act of the last session of the legislature.— 
There has been but two applications made to the commissioners. These were not made 
until after the annual meeting of the board; and a decision upon these applications has 
been postponed for the purpose of obtaining further and necessary information in relation to 
the applicapts, and also to enable the commissioners to obtain such further information as 
would enable them tb judge what class of pupils would be most likely to be benefitted by in- 
struction, and to adopt some general plan in relation to beneficiaries hereafter to be sent to 
that institution from this state.
